CLIMATIC CONDITIONS AND 
CRUELTY. 
AN EXPLANATI N OF TIE ALLEGED Mis- 
CONDUCT OF AMERICANS IN THE 


PHIELIMPIN ES. 


General Nelson A. Miles, Commander-in- 
Chief of the United States Army while in the 
Philippines, recently made what has passed 
foran investigation tnto a long series of charpes 
of cruelty toward natives.and allegations of 

other kinds of misconduct an the part of Ameri-" 
can officers and soldiers. Among the charges 
against the American army in the Philippires 
contained in his report of his investigations are 
the following: ‘That natives were subjected 
to the “water cure,” which in some. cases 
proved fatal ; that natives were shot when they 
refused to act as guides ; that natives were con: 
fined in such crowded quarters that same died 
from suffocation ; and that in one instance two 


natives were whipped to death, 

Writing as ane who has spent two years 
in the Philippines as a newspaper corres- 
pondent, during which tine he was almost 
continuously al the front, Mr F. Coleman 
gavs inthe 7.1 GT saw, personally, some: 
thing of the “ercelty and tnis onduct” 
which Gene al Males invesigated recently, 
To bein with, of the woolly fund af star 
fing staries which emanate fram a campaign, 
whether they be’ tales of miscouduct, or of 
valour, acer ain Perveentage will be found, if 


carelully inves nailed, to be ntierly untiue, and 
in alino t every instance che balince will be 
found 1 fe very much exagperaled, The 
most nutabe incidents of cenelty and bravery 
alike are, on the other hand, frequently un- 
reported. 1 saw certain excesses in the Philip- 
pines during the first year and a half of the in- 
surrection, butin most instances, if not in all, 
they were aciuated by what seemed the chicf 
actors in the war-drana, as well as to various 
mere onlookers Lke myself, to be very good

Life with an army in war time 

is not an nee which engenders refinement,

War always develops some of the worst 
features in the onatare of othe emus 
Roma, he he white, black, yellow, “or red. 
Added to the deteriorating influence of war in 
general, the soldier of an army of white men 
operating ‘in a tropical climate is confeantedt 
by another devencrating force. This hes in 
the very climate itself, Certain men under iy 
observation in the Philippines fell from a 
higher and better moral type, for the time 
being, to a lower one, and suffered from a 
partial decay in certuin qualities, as'a result of 
} the nervous, restless existence which had fallen 

, to.their lat. ; 

There may be no dividing line between 
cruelies that are inflicted hee vse of the dread 
influence of war and cruetties that may be 
attributed to climatic conditions, but each 
degenerating infinence plays a powerful part: 
That war brutalizes men is well known, Thar 
tropical climates have some effect in that direc. 
tion will ane day be equally well recagnize!: 
One has but'to witness the long succession, of 
cases of insanity, nostalgia, and kindred ills 
that have assailed the United States army in 
the Philippines to gain same'realization of the 
host of unseen, and almost unknown, foes 
that have combined. forces with the more 
tangible illnesses of the body and the kinder 
fate of the fortunes of actual war] 
belive the American army officer to be one of 
the finest products of military history, and I 
have watched him campaign throughout the | 
Spanish-American war, the Philippine insurrec- 
tion, and the last Chinese war, Almost as much 
might be said for the American soldier. Yet 1 
have seen American officers and American 
soldiers of a very fine type engaged. in filling 
Up an uncommunicative Filipino with pure 
spring. water, by means of a funnel placed in 
his mouth, with never a thought as to whether 
or not they were indulgi:g in cruelty, Pf re- 
member distinctly the first time I ever saw’ the 

‘water cnie,” as it was called. The surgeon 
with the party assured me that no injury to he 
‘native would result, and { confess | wasas little 
shocked as any one at the pe-formance, and xs 
frankly pleased with the result, which was the 
ultimate divulgation by the rascally native of 
which we were inseurch. That any officer 
would crowd prisoners so a6 to ‘actually 
suffocate some of them, and do so wittingly or 
* intentionally, I donot believe. That natives 
were shot when they refused to act as guides 
sounds quite as bad, if not worse, Yet the 
conditions under which the fighting was going 
on at the time must be taken into consideration 
before passing judgment on.any such case. 
Some time in the fore part of the year 1899 
Aguinaldo, who wasthen ostensibly at thehead 
of the insurrection in the Philippines, issued 
, Proclamations counselling his peopjetoabandon 
open fighting and engage in n guerilla warfare 
pure and simple. The laws of war. by which 
the American army is guided, provide’ for 
special treatment o° just such combatants as 
Aguinaldo advised his foll wers to become. 
General Order No. 100 of the rules of war of 
the American army isa comprehensive set of 
rules for the special benefit of such Filipinos 
ns had decided to be peaceable agriculturists 
when it suited them and effective combatants 
when circumstances seemed to be favour: 
able to that course, Under its various’ clauses 
and provisions thousands of Filipinos who are 
+ probably alive and well torday could have 
been “treated summarily as highway yobbers 
and pirates," and could "expect no quarter,” 
ps they were “not entitled to the privileges of 
the prisoner of war,” and “death” was “the 
penalty of their offence.” I have known of

An American 
officer turned over certain insurgent prisoners 
to the laral native authorities, who were con- 
ducting their own municipal government under 
the peneral direction of the commanding officer 
of the Ainerican troops in that district. The 
municipal authorities promptly — instituted 
Spanish methods af torture in the form of a 
whipping-post to extort infosmation from: the 
prisoners, [ visited the scene of the whipping 
and si a sight ] shall never forget. Knowing 
the absolute power of the commanding officer 
in his own district, T said nothing there, hut 
harviedly returned to hesdatiarters at Manila.

TION WORK IN FORMOSA,

Io view of the recent report to the Hongkony 
Sanitary Beard it is interesting to read the 
following in the Kobe Herald é 

The total number of bubonic plague cases in 
Formosa from the date of the first outbreak 
this year to the end of last month is 604,- of 
which S44 cases proved fatal. 
Teveal adecrease of about 50 per cent, com. 
pared to the corresponding period cf fast year. 
(ne remarkable feature this year is that ‘Ta 
nan district, which was known as a centre of 
the epidemic last year, has not had a single 
case. There may be various reasons for this 
but the principal one is believed to be that 
vigorous measures were taken to exterminate 
rats. As the drains have been improved and 
other sanitary measures taken it is ‘evident 
that the authorities have done everything they 
could to stamp out the disease, It should be 
noted too that the rainfall: this year was less 
than last year’s. The Formosan authorities 
ure determined to enfurce the most stringent 
preventive measures, in accordance witl’ the 
advice of Dr. Takagi, Chief of the Taipeh 
Hospital. ‘They hope 1o stamp out the 
cpidemic completely in the course of five or 
Six years. ‘ .
